After many 
years of prayer, preparation and hard work, 
we have finally installed a beautiful pipe 
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organ in the cathedral, seen here in the 
photo below. We have also erected a new 
cross of Christ the King hanging above the 
altar. All glory to Almighty God. Our 
voices are now accompanied by the mag- 
nificent organ as we worship and praise! 


One of the highlights of our recent annual 
Diocesan Convocation was the presenta- 
tion of awards to all those who participated 
in last year's Sunday text exams. These 
were held 3 times last year, in April, Au- 
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gust and December; those who took part 
were tested on all the readings from the 
BCP lectionary. This year, 2011, is our 
sixth and final year of this project. The 
first three years were based on the read- 
ings from the old lectionary, these last 
three years have been exams on the new 
lectionary. I believe that all participants 
will now be well-equipped and strength- 
ened in their spiritual lives and in their 
calling to share the good news. 


This year the mission focus of the Diocese 
of Taiwan is on family worship and on 
sharing the gospel with our families. We 
want to strengthen our family commit- 
ments to the Christian faith; each of our 
churches has been challenged to focus on 
this during the year. 


At the Diocesan Convocation I presented 
the awards and what a joyous occasion it 
was! All participants received signed 
copies of spiritual books to encourage 
them as ‘spiritual vitamins’. There were 
also special prizes for those with top 
marks. I am so pleased that the first prize 
in the individual prizes actually achieved 
100%. The first 5 family prizes and the 
first 3 church prizes also got special 
awards. The first prize in the church 
awards, Advent Church, received NT$ 
30,000; the second, Good Shepherd re- 
ceived NT$ 20,000 and the third, Trinity 
Church received NT$ 15,000. 


In my sermon at the opening service at the 
convocation I shared about another way in 
which we are focusing more on family 
commitment. Those seeking ordination in 
our diocese have previously been assessed 
by written exams and by a sermon exam. 
For those who already have the relevant 
credits from their theological study and 
who pass the sermon exam, the final 
‘hurdle’ before ordination will now be an 
interview with the Diocese of Taiwan 
Commission on Ministry at which both 
the candidate and their spouse will be in- 
terviewed. This will replace the final 
written exam, and the inclusion of the 
spouse in an interview is new for our dio- 
cese. We have already seen how effective 
this is in our selection process. 


At the time of writing, the terrible catas- 
trophe in Japan is unfolding. The Diocese 
of Taiwan has sent condolences, sympa- 
thy, love and prayers to Archbishop Na- 
thaniel Makoto Uematsu, and also to our 
companion diocese in Osaka. We have a 
close relationship with our brothers and 
sisters in Japan, and we are anxiously 
watching the situation unfold. The dio- 
cese is sending off an immediate donation 
of US$ 5,000 and our churches will also 
collect donations for Nippon Sei Ko Kai, 
the Anglican Church in Japan. We will 
send these donations off in Holy Week.

As told to Catherine Lee by Dean Samuel Lin 
The splendid pipe organ that was consecrated in St. John’s Cathedral on September 5, 2010 
was the very first of its kind for the Taiwan Episcopal Church. It has long been a dream of 
the cathedral and past and present clergy that our cathedral could have a real pipe organ, to 
enrich and enhance our worship. For years this vision has inspired us and encouraged us, 
and now finally we have our dream come true, our vision has become a reality. Praise be to 
Almighty God! The photos show the installation process. 


This story starts way 
back in 1973 when the 
then Dean of St. John’s 
Cathedral, Rev. Michael 
Liou, spent 2 weeks in 
England visiting the 
RSCM (Royal School of 
Church Music). He 
came back dreaming and | 
longing, ‘if only we too 
had a pipe organ at St. 
John’s Cathedral in Taipei!’ 


But it was way too expensive, way be- 
yond our means at the time. The best we 
could do was to buy an electronic organ, 
imported from Italy and costing NT$ 3 
million, that was considered a huge ex- 
travagance at that time. 14 years ago, I 
was appointed Dean of the Cathedral, and 
the electronic organ was starting to need 
some repairs. It had already been in use 
for many years. The electronic parts 
needed replacing, and as time went on, 
some of the parts were becoming so out- 
dated that they were no longer available. 
The organ was also becoming very unpre- 
dictable, occasionally it would suddenly 
burst forth at a great volume during a 
hymn! It was becoming obvious that we 
needed to think about replacing it com- 
pletely. 


The burning question was: should we re- 
place it with another electronic organ, or 
could we possibly buy a real pipe organ?! 


By this time, Rev. Michael Liou had re- 
tired, and returned to live in Taipei and 


worship at St. John's 
Cathedral. He had 
never lost his original 
vision to have a pipe 
organ in the cathedral! 


We thought long and 
hard, we prayed, we 
investigated and calcu- 
lated all the available 
options. Financially it 
actually made sense to buy a pipe organ, 
expensive though it would be. A new 
electronic organ would now cost NT$ 5 
million and was reckoned to last about 20 
years. A pipe organ would cost NT$ 10 
million, but it would last for at least 100 
years! 


At the December 2007 Vestry Meeting, I 
brought up the idea of a pipe organ and 
encouraged the Vestry members to think 
and pray about this idea. At the February 
2008 Vestry Meeting, I brought up the 
subject as a formal matter for discussion. 
The Vestry formed a small sub-committee 
to investigate, pray and plan.

The original idea was to buy the simplest 
pipe organ available and install it on the 
back balcony of the church. 


Our Presbyterian friends have a company 
in Taiwan importing and repairing organs, 
and they invited quotes from several or- 
gan-makers in Europe and the USA. 2 
organ-makers came out strongly, each 
quoting NT$ 12-15 million. One was 
Klais from Bonn, Germany. Of the 20+ 
pipe organs in Taiwan, most are Klais 
pipe organs. Our sub-committee went to 
visit and listen to some of them. All very 
good so far, but we would be just one 
among many! 


The other was Kern pipe organs from 
France; if we chose theirs, we would be 
the first Kern pipe organ in Taiwan! Ja- 
pan has many Kern pipe organs which en- 
couraged us to think that Kern may be 
suitable for us after all. The sound of a 
Kern pipe organ is softer, more romantic, 
more ‘feminine’ than the Klais pipe or- 
gans, which tend to be a harder sound, 
more serious, more ‘masculine’. Our 
Presbyterian friends recommended a Kern 
organ (from the Kern website: 
www.kernpipeorgan.com The firm was 
founded in 1953 by Alfred KERN, master 
organ-builder in Strasbourg. He was 
warmly encouraged in this enterprise by 
Dr. Alfred Schweitzer. His son, Daniel 
took over the family business in 1977). 


The question was now should we go 
ahead or not? 


On August 9, 2008 at the Vestry Meeting, 
we had now reached decision day. We 
had already prayed and investigated for 9 
months, we had to come to a decision. 
Everyone at the Vestry meeting was in- 
vited to share their thoughts and opinions. 
The general view was that while everyone 
agreed that a pipe organ was a wonderful 
idea, the expense was prohibitive and peo- 
ple were nervous about the money. 
Probably about half were in favor and half 
were against! 


I decided to delay making the decision 
until the following day. I exhorted the 
Vestry members to go home and pray for 
the rest of the evening, and then after the 
Sunday service the next day we would 
meet to make a decision. 


The following day we met in the church to 
decide. There was no discussion. The 
atmosphere was very heavy, very serious, 
with people struggling with the decision 
they had to make. I encouraged them to 


remember that they were there as repre- 
sentatives of the congregation and that the 
decision made must be for the good of the 
congregation, not just our own personal 
opinion. We decided to vote by raising 
hands. 4 were in favor, 5 were against. 


When we saw the result, I could see from 
the expressions that people were still 
struggling and had no peace. I myself did 
not vote, but one of the Vestry members 


told me I could vote once 
or even twice. But I 
knew that this would not 
resolve the issue, I did 
not want to use my au- 
thority and override the 
general decision. I also 
did not want to cause di- 
vision in the church. 


The Vestry asked me to 
decide what to do. Based on Acts 1 and 
the drawing of lots to replace Judas as a 
disciple, I suggested that the Vestry mem- 
bers draw lots, committing the decision to 
God. This would be the final decision, we 
would pray that God's will be done, and 
then we would obey. I decided not to par- 
ticipate in drawing the lots, I wanted to let 
the Vestry members make the decision 
themselves. This time the result was 6 in 
favor and 3 against. As soon as the result 
was known, everyone’s expression 
changed from worry to relief, from sad- 
ness to joy! All glory to God, the Holy 
Spirit had clearly been at work among us! 


From then on, God’s blessing was clearly 
on the fund-raising and then on the final 
stages. All the money was raised by do- 
nations from church members and the kin- 
dergarten. The church 
members gave them- 
selves 2 years to raise 
the money, and praise 
God all the money 
came in! The total 
costs of the Kern 20- 
pipe organ and installa- 
tion was 335,450 € 
(euros), equivalent to 
almost NT$ 14 million. 


The decision was made 
to put the pipe organ at the front of the 
church, in 2 halves with pipes on either 
side. We moved the altar further forwards 
and put the choir stalls behind the altar. 
We also decided to commission a new 
cross of Christ the King to hang above the 


altar, made by a Roman 
Catholic carpenter 
from Hsinchu 
(interestingly the bot- 
tom part of the cross is 
key-shaped, symbolic 
of how our path to 
heaven must pass 
through the cross!) 


On July 22, 2010 the 
pipe organ arrived in parts in a shipping 
container at Keelung, and on July 26 we 
started clearing the church ready for in- 
stallation. Daniel Kern and his team of 4 
arrived in Taipei on July 30 and started 
work. It took them a month to install the 
organ (even though we discovered ter- 
mites in some areas of the church that 
took a lot of extra work to deal with). On 
August 26, we erected the new cross and 
by September 3, all the work was finished. 


On September 5, 2010 we had a consecra- 
tion service for the new organ. We also 
commissioned new pew Bibles especially 
for the cathedral with a cathedral photo on 
the back cover, also on that day we started 
using our new BCP books, and our pews 
had new kneeler rails constructed. All 


was new! 


As you can see from 
the photos, the instal- 
lation of the new pipe 
organ has changed 
the whole appearance 
of the cathedral inte- 
rior. It has also 
deeply enriched the 
cathedral worship. 
As Rev. Michael 
Liou says of the new 
pipe organ: “It is in- 
deed a dream come true. Every time I 
worship in St. John's Cathedral, I can 
really enjoy the service and the music.” 
Praise the Lord indeed!

It filled our hearts with great joy as 
we were briefed by Rev Lennon Chang 
about the history and background of the 
church. 


We spent the next two days on church 
visitation and fellowships. We paid a visit

It has the huge door front 
sign board made according to the scrub- 
bing of the famous Ming Dynasty Chu 
Tzi's calligraphy, ‘Mu-Ai Tang’, “Church 
of the Shepherding Love’ is the exact 
transliteration.

A_ Letter From Disaster-hit Japan 


Dear brothers, sisters and friends in Taiwan, 


Peace of the Lord be with you all. 


On March 11, the eastern part of Japan 
was hit by a tremendous earthquake and 
tidal wave (tsunami). The tsunami rose 
as high as 20 meters in some areas. This 
has resulted in the worst natural disaster 
Japan has ever experienced, leaving about 
30 thousand people dead or missing. Now 
hundreds of thousands of people have be- 
come refugees, living in very difficult 
conditions. Thousands of bodies are still 
undiscovered, buried under the mud. 


The disaster includes three dimensions: 
the big earthquake (M9.0), the large scale 
tsunami and the nuclear crisis. The areas 
hit hardest extended from Ibaragi Prefec- 
ture to Aomori Prefecture, including five 
prefectures. People living in the areas ex- 
pected to be affected by the radio activity 
from the Fukushima Nuclear Power Plant 
are beginning to evacuate the areas. 


Some Episcopal churches in the Tohoku 
Diocese were severely damaged. Some 
members of the Church were found dead. 
All the church people, however, join the 
local people in the effort to survive and 
rise again from ruin. Just after the earth- 
quake and tsunami, the Tohoku diocesan 
relief center was set up in Sendai, the cen- 
tral city of Tohoku district, where the Ca- 
thedral is located. This was followed by 
the establishment of the NSKK central 
relief center in Tokyo. Primate Most Rev- 
erend Uematsu issued an inspiring mes- 
sage to all the Japanese churches, and Rt. 
Reverend Kato, Bishop of the disaster-hit 
diocese, also announced that the diocese 


was resolved to help and serve the people 
in the affected regions. 


All the dioceses of NSKK are united in 
helping the Tohoku Diocese, by sending 
necessary goods and volunteering people. 
The Kobe Diocese sent several clergy and 
lay people to Onahama City hit hardest by 
the disaster. The Chubu Diocese lost no 
time in sending relief to Sendai. The 
Osaka Diocese is ready to send relief 
goods and rescue corps. 


The Anglican Communion as well as all 
the Christian churches in the world swiftly 
responded to the suffering people of Ja- 
pan. Archbishop of Canterbury sent a 
message to Japan’s Primate, and the Pre- 
siding Bishop of The Episcopal Church 
also sent a message of support and prayer. 
Bishop Rt. Reverend David Lai’s message 
encouraged the people in Tohoku and in 
the Osaka Diocese which 1s the sister dio- 
cese of Taiwan’s Episcopal Church. On 
behalf of the Bishop and church people in 
Osaka, I express heartfelt thanks to all the 
Anglicans, Christians and people in the 
world for their prayer and support. 


I pray that God may help us, and bless all 
the people in Japan, and Taiwan.

Companion Diocese: Diocese of Osaka, Japan

While everyone was celebrating the Mid- 
Autumn Moon Festival last year 2010, a 
young Japanese man, Mr. Akira Tanaka (a 
manager assigned by the head office of a 
Japanese company to run the branch of- 
fice in Taichung), met with a fatal car ac- 
cident when he was driving on the free- 
way in Taiwan. He had been living in Tai- 
wan for almost 4 years and his responsi- 
bility was soon to be finished and he was 
ready to go back home. Unfortunately, he 
passed away due to this unpredictable ac- 
cident. 


Mr. Tanaka grew up in the Japan Angli- 
can Church and was a third generation 
Christian, his parents are members of St. 
Peter’s Church in the Diocese of Osaka, 
the companion diocese of Taiwan. More 
recently, Mr. Tanaka had been a member 
of Seiai Church in the Diocese of Tokyo 
before he came to Taiwan. He and his 
wife Tomoko, and a 6" grade daughter 
lived together in Taichung, and also he 
had a high school son living in Japan. 


But when he was living in Taichung, he 
did not go to church because of the differ- 
ent language, although his home is only

Visit of St. Peter’s Church. Osaka to St. Peter’s, Chia-Yi 
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10 minutes walk away from St. James’ 
Church. But Tanaka’s company knew that 
he was an Anglican Christian and helped 
Tanaka’s relatives to seek the church’s 
help when the accident happened. 


Tanaka’s family decided to have the fu- 
neral in Taiwan. His company acted on 
behalf of Mr. Tanaka’s family to deal with 
all the matters that needed to be done after 
his death, and the company contacted St. 
James’ for help with his funeral service. 
The Rev. Philip Lin called me to ask for 
my help. At that time, I was still the vicar 
of St. Peter’s Church in Chiayi, the reason 
why Rev. Lin asked for my assistance be- 
cause I know just a little Japanese and he 
believed that I could be a help. I’m not 
very good at Japanese but when Rev. Lin 
told me the details about Mr. Tanaka, I 
also hoped that I could be a support to the 
Rev. Lin, to St. James’ Church, and to Ta- 
naka’s family, especially the family’s 
feeling of sadness and helplessness. They 
really needed to be comforted and encour- 
aged during this hard time. I was glad to 
participate in this event and to do some- 
thing as much as I could. 


It was decided that Mr. Tanaka’s 
funeral would be held on Oct. 2, 
the Rev. Lin and I made a com- 
mon consensus that the funeral 
would be bilingual; the Rev. Lin 
used Chinese and I helped with 
some parts of the liturgy in Japa- 
nese, including the Japanese 
preaching. On Oct. 2, Tanaka’s 
cremation was held at Taichung 
funeral home in the early morn- 
ing, then the memorial service 
followed in the afternoon. 


There were over 100 people at- 


tended the service, besides the brothers 
and sisters of St. James’ Church, most of 
the guests were Mr. Tanaka’s chiefs, col- 
leagues, friends, the daughter’s school- 
mates and their teachers and parents from 
the Taichung Japanese School, and com- 
panion partners of his company, and a 
Christian family from Tokyo. They came 
on behalf of Tokyo Seiai Church to attend 
the service to express the sympathies from 
Seiai Church, which was Mr. Tanaka’s 
mother church. 


Mr. Tanaka was his parents’ only son, but 
they could not come to Taiwan because it 
was very inconvenient for them to travel 
abroad. The whole funeral service was 
recorded by a specialized cameraman, and 
Tanaka’s family took the recording back 
to Japan for his parents to watch and see 
the detailed process of the funeral that 
happened in Taiwan. A Memorial Service 
was also held at St. Peter’s Church, Nishi- 
nomiya, Japan, (Mr. Tanaka’s parents’ 
church) after the urn of ashes was taken 
back to Japan. 


I want to express my personal thanks to 
the Rev. Akira Iwaki, rector of Sakai St. 
Timothy’s Church in Osaka, and Ms. Hi- 
roko Matsubara, a friend of mine, and my 
uncle Henry Lee. They helped me a lot 
while I was preparing the Japanese hom- 
ily. Also special thanks to the Rev. Iwaki, 
he sent the Japanese funeral service lit- 
urgy according to Japanese BCP to us; 
that enabled us more conveniently to pre- 
pare and easily to follow. 


About a month later, the Nishinomiya St. 
Peter’s Church, Osaka, decided to organ- 
ize a group to come to Taiwan to visit St. 
James’ and St. Peter’s from February 28 
to March 2, 2011. The Rev. Yasunori 
Oku, rector of St. Peter’s Nishinomiya led 
the group. And 2 of our parishes were 
very pleased to welcome our friends from 
Osaka, they were well received by both 
our churches. Although by then I had al- 
ready left St. Peter’s, Chiayi, Bishop Lai

permitted me to go back to my former 
parish to assist the Rev. Simon Chou (the 
new clergy serving at Chiayi St. Peter’s) 
to welcome Nishinomiya St. Peter’s visit. 


Nishinomiya St. Peter’s came to Taiwan 
on Feb. 28 with 15 people, they visited St. 
James’ Church, Taichung right after arriv- 
ing in Taiwan, they had a fellowship to- 
gether with the members of Taichung, and 
also had dinner at a restaurant hosted by 
St. James’ Church. The next day, March 
1, the group left Taichung and went to 
visit the Tropic of Cancer Park in Chiayi, 
and then visited St. Peter’s. The kinder- 
garten children warmly welcomed the 
guests’ arrival by singing Japanese folk 
songs, and by performing an aboriginal 
dance for them. The Osaka members also 
sang Japanese hymns to everyone. Then 
all came into the chapel and we had a 
sharing time and gift exchanging (see 
photo above), then all brothers and sisters 
of St. Peters’ took a group picture (see 
page 11) and also had a lunch together 
outside hosted by Chiayi St. Peter’s. After 
lunch, the Osaka St. Peter’s left for Taipei 
by HSR continuing their free time in 
Taipei. 


I was very glad to participate in these 
events, for it deepened the relationship 
with our companion diocese through this 
meaningful act. And it told us everyone, 
wherever we are in the Anglican com- 
munion, we are one family. 


DIOCESE OF TAIWAN KINDERGARTENS ~ 
VISIT TO DIOCESE OF OSAKA, JAPAN

Our visit to Osaka was very special! All 6 
kindergarten principals of the Diocese of 
Taiwan, 5 of the kindergarten supervisors 
plus 4 kindergarten teachers were invited 
to take part in a visit to the Diocese of 
Osaka. We were led by Bishop and Lily 
Lai, and the visit lasted 4 days, from Oc- 
tober 18-22, 2010. The purpose was to 
visit kindergartens and churches in the 
Diocese of Osaka and to learn about Japa- 
nese pre-school education. We took many 
photos, wrote many notes, recorded every 
part of the visit, and when we came home, 
we put everything together into a book 
and onto CD so that it can be a valuable 
resource for the future. 


We are so grateful to Bishop Samuel On- 
ishi, Rev. Peter Akira Iwaki and all the 
clergy, who welcomed us with such won- 
derful hospitality, meeting us at the airport 
(see photo above), accompanying us eve- 
rywhere, treating us to delicious meals, 
kindly giving us gifts and making us feel 
so special. Thank you! 


During our 4-day stay in Osaka, we vis- 
ited 6 kindergartens and the churches that 
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run them. We were welcomed at each 
kindergarten with performances of dance 
and music by the kindergarten children 
(see photos). It was wonderful! Each kin- 
dergarten made a deep impression in dif- 
ferent ways, let me share about one of 
them. Bo-Ai Foundation consists of an 
old people's home, children’s home , kin- 
dergarten, nursery and church all on the 
same piece of land. The children in the 
children’s home are of all ages, many are 
teenagers from violent or abusive homes. 
They are well-taken care of and taught life 
skills such as washing clothes and cook- 
ing. The nursery and kindergarten run 
separately, the nursery for children of 
working mothers opens all day; children 
can start as babies once they reach 57 
days old. The kindergarten runs for morn- 
ings only, the children go home in the af- 
ternoon. 


The most useful lessons that I learned 
from the visit to Osaka were from watch- 
ing the way the teachers and children re- 
late to each other, and the emphasis on 
living skills and manners. The relation- 
ship between teachers and children was 


wood, and the playgrounds were all cov- 
ered in sand, everywhere feels very natu- 
ral and relaxed. 


Whenever the children went into the 
church to pray, they would do so rever- 
ently and quietly, they really showed re- 
spect and were very well-behaved. We 
met the clergy in each church kindergar- 
ten. In Osaka, the clergy are actually the 
principals of the kindergartens, so they 
have an important role in the running of 
very good, the teachers talk very quietly the schools. 

and politely to the children, they do not 
raise their voices when the child is misbe- 
having but get down to the level of the 
child and talk to them very closely. I 
hope we can learn this kind of attitude. I 
was also impressed at the good manners 
and habits instilled into the children from 
an early age. They learn to use chopsticks 
from the beginning, and they learn to 
change their clothes frequently. For their 
lunchtime nap, they change their clothes, 
for exercise they change their clothes, and 
each time they must fold them up nicely. 
The teachers wait patiently until all the 
children are ready. There is a lot of em- 


phasis on music, on exercise, on play. We have learned so much, now we face 
Every teacher has a piano in the classroom the challenge of putting the good ideas 
and all of them can play the piano, in Tai- into practice ourselves here in our kinder- 
wan we are over-reliant on CDs!

A Term at Ming-Hua Theological College, Hong Kong 
by Rev. Richard Lee 


We have welcomed several groups of visitors from Hong Kong province and dioceses in 
recent months, including groups of clergy and lay people coming to Taiwan for training and 
seminars. Most recently we welcomed a group from All Saints Church in Western Kowloon 
(which has just been promoted to cathedral status) who came on a visit to St. John's Cathe- 
dral. From September to December 2010, Rev. Richard Lee (seen here in the photo below), 
vicar of Trinity Church, Keelung became the 4th of our clergy to spend a term of study at 
Ming-Hua Theological College. His report follows. 


I really thank God for his grace, that I was 
able to spend 4 months of study in Hong 
Kong. This made a deep and lasting im- 
pression on me, and I know that it has 
brought great benefit to my ministry both 
now and in the future. I wish to thank the 
following people: Bishop David Lai for 
giving me this opportunity, Archbishop 
Paul Kwong of Hong Kong Province for 
his kind hospitality and the financial help 
to make this a reality, Principal Ian Lam at 
Ming-Hua Theological College for his 
lively teaching, and to all the teachers and 
students at the college for taking such 
good care of me. This has been an unfor- 
gettable experience and blessing. 


I am the 4th priest from Taiwan to have 
this opportunity at Ming-Hua, so rather 
than repeat what the others have written in 
their reports, I will concentrate on those 
aspects that made a particularly deep im- 
pression on me. 


Sermons. In these 4 months I had the op- 
portunity to preach in a number of 
churches including St. John’s Cathedral, 
St. Peter’s Church, in Macau and in the 
college chapel. Each was a very different 
experience. On one occasion I preached 
to about 600 people, that was my first 
time to preach to such a large number of 
people, and I had a translator especially 
assigned to me to translate what I said 
from Mandarin Chinese into Cantonese. I 
was very nervous! On many occasions, I 
found myself preaching to a congregation 
of 10 or so, that gave me a chance to get 
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close to them in a special way. 


Community Service. I had the chance to 
visit some Anglican community service 
organizations in Hong Kong which im- 
pressed me very much. Many of these are 
well-known and well-respected in the so- 
ciety. I found that the Christian culture 
was much deeper and more widespread 
than I had first realized, and I feel this 
makes it easier to do outreach and to share 
the Gospel. 


Education. The Hong Kong Anglican 
Church has many Anglican High Schools, 
it seems that almost every church has 2 —3 
schools attached to them. This is an im- 
portant means of outreach. I discovered 
that the children attending the schools 
mostly lived in the nearby neighborhoods. 
This makes it easier if the students be- 


come Christians, then it is natural for 
them to get involved in their local church 
which is the one attached to their school. 
They also tend to continue to worship 
there after they have graduated and grown 
up, resulting in whole families worshiping 
there. This made a deep impression on 
me and I really believe that education is 
an important way of sharing the gospel 
and seeing fruit from our outreach. 


Theological Study. When I first arrived at 
Ming-Hua, I heard Principal Lam say that 
the main purpose of the college is to train 
clergy, not just scholars; to take lay peo- 
ple and to train them to be priests and pas- 
tors. Ming-Hua follows a principle of 
doing 3 things together: eating together, 
worshiping together and studying to- 
gether. Each morning we ate breakfast 
together, talking and laughing in a mixture 
of Mandarin, Cantonese and English! 

This was a really good chance to get to 
know each other and to share together. 
We prayed together Morning Prayer each 
day, Evening Prayer twice a week and 
Holy Communion once a week. We stud- 
ied together and I really appreciated learn- 
ing so much about the Anglican church 
and especially its tradition, its history and 
its liturgy. These are things that I feel I 
missed out on by not training in an Angli- 
can institution, but I am so glad to have 
had this chance now. 


Faith. I had the chance to visit churches 
in Hong Kong and to hear their stories. I 
was so impressed by the faith of the 
church members and their vision. I vis- 
ited several churches who had had the vi- 
sion to build a new church building. Even 
though their original numbers were small, 
once God had given them the vision, they 
really went forward in faith, and once the 
building was completed they found that 
their numbers really grew and grew as 
God blessed their faith and vision. I was 
reminded of the same experience at St. 
Timothy's in Kaohsiung when they moved 
to a new building 10 years ago. I thought 
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of the parable of the 5 loaves and the 2 
fish; when we offer to God what little we 
have, he can take it and bless it for His 


glory. 


Visits and Travel. I had the chance to 


visit all 3 dioceses in the new province of 
Hong Kong, to meet many clergy and 
church members; may I thank each one 
for their hospitality and welcome! Also I 
was so pleased that my wife and 2 chil- 
dren were able to come and visit me in 
Hong Kong and we really enjoyed our 
time together, see the above photo. 


May I also take this opportunity to thank 
all those who took care of Trinity Church 
in my absence especially Rev. Lily 
Chang, Rev. Peter Chen and Rev Eliza- 
beth Wei, also our 2 seminarians Mr. 
Cheng and Mr. Wu. And especially to 
all the church members at Trinity Church, 
I have seen the way they have matured in 
my absence over these last 4 months, a 
real blessing from God. Thank you eve- 
ryone for your prayers and your care and 
concern, may God bless you and everyone 
in the Taiwan Episcopal Church! 


A Blessed Journey in China with the ‘God of Blessing’! 
Chen Yin An [JAZ 
Chinese Congregation, Church of Good Shepherd 


Mr. Chen Yin-An, church member at Good Shepherd Church, has just graduated from Na- 
tional Taiwan University majoring in Anthropology, especially Christian studies. He was an 
exchange student at Beijing University from September 2010 to January 2011, and he writes 


below of his experiences in China. 


God provided a blessed journey for me in 
China, including Beijing, Shanxi, Shan- 
dong, Inner Mongolia (see photo above!), 
Gansu, Shanghai, Zhejiang, Jiangsu, Hong 
Kong, Macau and Guangdong, during the 
period from September 2010 to January 
2011. It was a special experience to re- 
ceive provision from God, to live in 
strange lands, to realize how magnificent 
the Creator God is and to treasure our 
plentiful material and spiritual life in Tai- 
wan. 


God piloted the complicated application 
process and every hard point. At the be- 
ginning | just inattentively tried to apply 
for an exchange program at Beijing Uni- 
versity, and wanted to do some fieldwork 
in an Islamic area. Astonishingly, I was 
admitted to Beijing University with high 
scores and was awarded a scholarship that 
sewed up my financial difficulties that 


were causing me to tremble at the 
thought! Although I arrived in Beijing 
alone, God was there with me. He helped 
me to find accommodation in a single 
room in a dormitory at a low cost and to 
be acquainted with some local students. 
Because of God’s provision, I could re- 
lease all my worries. 


While I was living in Beijing, I always 
went to Sunday services at Catholic or 
Protestant churches with my local Chris- 
tian friends. There are no separate Chris- 
tian denominations in China, and all legal 
churches are under the authority of the 
government. On the one hand, I saw how 
the government limits religious activities 
inside church buildings and that a lot of 
college students do not trust in any relig- 
ion or non-Marxist beliefs; but on the 
other hand, I saw long queues outside nu- 
merous churches in Beijing every Sunday 
Just to attend services! Thousands of peo- 
ple thirst for God and want to know more 
about our faith, but these restricted 
churches cannot provide complete Chris- 
tian education to believers and religious 
seekers. 


It is so blessed that we lived in Taiwan 
and have freedom of religion; our 
churches can evangelize freely with our 
neighbours, we have freedom to casually 
talk about our religion, open Sunday 
schools for believers, and we can buy 
spiritual books with ease. While in China, 
I devoted what I have learned to secretly 
start a bible study group and invited local 
Christians and some religious seekers to

My Life in Glasgow by Ms Emily Chang *feFa 3 Advent Church 


Studying in Glasgow was the most impor- 
tant decision for me. I had a chance to 
make contact with people from different 
cultures. My first encounter with Glasgow 
was in July, 2008 when IJ arrived to be a 
postgraduate student of Film Journalism at 
the University of Glasgow. A nice couple, 
Irene and Brian, introduced me to St. Silas 
Episcopal Church near the Glasgow Uni- 
versity campus. I made many friends 
there, including my home-stay family 
members: Anne, Jacob, and little Cathy. 
From 2008 July to April 2009, I stayed 
with them in Milngavie, a lovely town on 
the outskirts of Glasgow. There I started to 
be fascinated running on the path through 
the woods. I started to take photos of this 
beautiful city. I started to join art activities 
and music events. 


In January 2009, I started to join in the 
music ministry at St. Silas. I played the 
piano with other church members once a 
month. It was the first time I had joined in 
a music band with people from different 
cultures. It was really hard for me to catch 
the styles of songs (especially the authen- 
tic Celtic rhythm). The members of the 
band were quite friendly and patient with 
me. With more practice, I did a better job 
in music serving. In the summer of 2009, I 
moved to Devonshire Terrace and started 
to go to the nearby church, St. Bride’s 
Episcopal Church more regularly.

Bride’s is of High Church tradition with 
gorgeous rituals and a group of talented 
people in the choir. Most of all, I liked the 
sacred music played by the organ during 
the service. It’s the shame that not many 
young people in Glasgow are interested in 
coming to church on Sundays. Most of the 
members of St. Bride’s are seniors or in 
middle age. 


In April 2010, I joined the choir at St. 
Bride’s. I was doing the alto part. It was a 
nice training for me to learn how to sing

in a choir. Sometimes we sang motet in 
Latin after the Holy Communion. Before 
joining St. Bride’s choir, I had never had 
the chance to hear a Latin motet. I felt so 
excited when I first sang these ancient 
songs. The seniors in St. Bride’s are very 
vigorous. When we went mountain climb- 
ing on one of the isles of Loch Lomond, I 
found that I was the slowest climber al- 
though I was the youngest! I liked to talk 
with the members of St. Bride’s, asking 
questions about Scottish history and cul- 
ture. I really felt at home there. 


Living in another country always makes 
people become sensitive and emotional. 
It’s difficult to write everything about my 
life in Glasgow in this short article. I still 
cannot figure out how to write down the 
ending. For me, my two-year life in Glas- 
gow, although it was not long enough for 
me, made me feel that Glasgow is my sec- 
ond home. There were so many things 
happening in my life: some were good; 
some were sad. I’ve been a Taiwanese 
Episcopal Church member for more than 
20 years, but the experiences in St. Silas 
and St. Bride’s were totally different. I 
really do hope I can come again to visit 
my friends in Glasgow one day. I will say 
‘hi’, and have a cup of tea on a cosy after- 
noon with them! 


REV. TOON MAES, CICM 


Father Toon Maes is the R. C. priest in charge of the churches in the coastal towns of Jin- 
shan and Sanjhe, Taipei County and known to everyone in Taiwan as ‘Ma Shen-fu’ (‘Shen- 
fu’ means ‘father’, and is the title used by R. C. priests). It is in cooperation with him that 
Advent Church does the outreach in Lao-Mei Village. On March 13, 2011 he arranged for 
another priest to take his Sunday services, and instead he joined Advent Church for morning 
worship. In the photo below, he is pictured in the center of the photo with clergy and church 


members at Advent Church . 


Ma Shen-fu is from Belgium, and has 
been in Taiwan for over 50 years! He was 
born on Pentecost Sunday in 1932 in the 
Belgium village of Kooigem (Kortrijk), 
which is actually near to the big French 
town of Lille. At his birth he weighed 
only lkg, and being so premature and 
small was not expected to live, and so was 
baptized that same afternoon. As a child 
he was so weak that he actually lost 18. 
months of schooling. He grew up ona 
farm with fields of cows, sheep and 
horses, the Sth of 6 children in a devout 
Roman Catholic family. His father was 
Flemish-orientated while his mother was 


French-orientated, so the family used both 
languages at home. Early education at 
elementary school was in Flemish while 
his high-school (16km away) was in 
French; in fact Ma Shen-fu was the only 
child in his high school class who could 
speak Flemish. 


When he began to show an interest in be- 
coming a priest, the school suggested that 
he might join a Flemish congregation, 
even though he thought his French was 
better than his Flemish. Shen-fu joined 
the Flemish congregation CICM 
(Congregation of the Immaculate Heart of

Mary) Seminary in Brussels. Of his 48 
classmates, he was the only one who had 
studied French! After ordination he was 
to be sent overseas. For a long time he 
had believed that he was destined for Af- 
rica, South America or Haiti . His mother 
was very keen that he should be sent to 
the Congo; then known as the Belgian 
Congo, a colony of Belgium. The family 
had many relatives and friends there. Be- 
sides it seemed a natural destination as he 
could speak French. But CICM needed 3 
priests to go to Taiwan, and so far there 
were only 2, another was needed. His 2 
classmates invited him to go with them to 
make up the numbers. Shen-fu decided: 
“T will not ask for it, but if they send me, I 
will go!” The next day CICM announced 
that he was to be sent to Taiwan. 


Shen-fu arrived in Taiwan on October 8, 
1959. After studying Mandarin Chinese 
in Hsinchu for 2 years, he was then as- 
signed as assistant pastor to a church in 
Taipei City . In that parish was Kwang- 


Ren (34¢{-) R. C. Elementary School , and 
it was here that he met Ms. Pen Shin-Yi 


(= epAtA), one of the teachers, who 
he later baptized. Ms. Pen is now a mem- 
ber of Advent Church and lives near San- 


Jhe with her daughter Rosa (t4-F-<~). She 
is standing 3rd from right in the photo. 


The usual pattern is for CICM priests to 
stay for 6-7 years in a parish and then 
move onto a new parish. After 6 years in 
Taiwan, Shen-fu returned to Belgium and 
went to study Theology for 2 years at the 
Catholic Institute in Paris. He then re- 
turned to Taiwan and was reassigned to 
the same parish in Taipei City, this time as 
pastor. 


At that time he was required to take part 
in a special course on children with severe 
learning disabilities, but he did not like 
the course and thought it would be of no 
use to him. However he got to know one 
of his parishioners, the Huang family, the 


father was away at sea, and the mother 
was coping on her own at home with 3 
children, the youngest of whom had se- 
vere learning disabilities. At that time 
there were no schools for such chil- 

dren. Shen-fu was very moved by the 
plight of the family and resolved to try to 
help her. He went to the principal of 

the Kwang-Ren Elementary School and 
asked her to open a class for such sick 
children. The response, a common one at 
the time, was that the school would lose 
face if it accepted such children. Shen-fu 
was challenged to do something himself 
and eventually he was able to start a Cen- 
ter for Children with Severe Leaning Dis- 
abilities next to the school. His intention 
was always to have a small center for 
about 30 children, and to show the gov- 
ernment that there was a need. Sr. Irene 
came from the USA to help run the school 
originally for 6 months, but 45 years later 
she is still here! 


This ministry was then extended to the 
central city of Taichung. Shen-fu was as- 
signed to Taichung too, and saw the min- 
istry expand to help hard-of-hearing chil- 
dren as well, eventually leading to the es- 
tablishment by the government of deaf 
units within elementary schools. 


Shen-fu spent periods of 6-7 years in vari- 
ous churches in Taichung, Taipei and in 
Tamsui. While in Tamsui he was asked to 
take over the Center for the Homeless in 
Taipei City, near the main train station, 
which he continues. Now in Jinshan, 


Shen-fu has reconnected with Ms. Pen (=f 


F&(K hI) and her daughter Rosa. He 
was challenged by Rosa’s knowledge of 
the Bible, and invited her to share this 
knowledge with some of his church mem- 
bers in SanJhe. Since then they have be- 
come firm friends and it was Rosa who 
invited Shen-fu to come to the service at 
Advent Church. 


ST. JOHN’S UNIVERSITY, TAMSUI 


St. John’s University currently has 7580 
students, of which 6218 are in full-time 
study, and 1362 are part of the continuing 
education section, studying at night and 
weekends. We are very excited to be able 
to welcome 26 students from Mainland 
China for this current semester and also 
one from Sungkonghoe (Anglican) Uni- 
versity in Seoul, South Korea. These stu- 
dents are here for a semester only, it is 
expected in the future that students from 
Mainland China will be able to study here 
for longer periods of time, depending on 
government allocations. This is to meet 
the growing demand in Mainland China 
for student places, and to respond to the 
falling birth rate in Taiwan and thus the 
growing number of available student — 
places. 


It is exciting that many of these Mainland 
Chinese students have got involved in the 
SJU Chaplaincy program and every week 
some of them attend the activities, includ- 
ing the Alpha course on Thursday eve- 
nings. We also have increasing numbers 


St. John’s University Chaplaincy Student Fellowship 
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of our students on ‘Study Abroad’ pro- 
grams, currently in Korea, Japan and the 
USA. 


The new buildings on the campus are now 
fully operational, with only the bell tower 
awaiting completion. The university has 
just bought a set of 18 computer-operated 
carillon bells from Paccard in France 
(www.paccard.com) and these are being 
installed as we go to press. In the photo 
below right they are shown being conse- 
crated on arrival at St. John's University 
on March 31, 2011 all ready for installa- 
tion. On Tuesday April 26 Bishop David 
J. H. Lai will be at St John’s University 
for the dedication of Sheng-Kung Build- 
ing. This is the central 6-story building 
constructed and consecrated in May 2010. 
‘Sheng-Kung’ is the Chinese name of the 
Episcopal Church. Mayor Chu of New 
Taipei City will also attend this celebra- 
tion. 


On Sunday April 10, we will be honored 
to welcome President Ma Ying-Jiu, Presi- 


dent of Taiwan, to

In the St. John’s University Chaplaincy, 
we have 8 different groups covering all 
responsibilities from worship to money!

Christian students who are serious about 
their faith meet with Chaplain Lennon 
Chang, and another group of ‘seekers’ 
meet with Chaplain assistant Mr. Daniel 
Chen.

On Thursday evening, the whole fel- 
lowship group of about 60-75 meets for a 
meal followed by the Alpha course 
and then 5 small discussion groups. 
Special activities this semester in- 
clude participating in a country-wide 
festival for chaplaincy groups from 
all Christian universities in Taiwan, 
participation in the World Vision 
Fast and Mission support, and an 
Alpha weekend away. 


Two of our students were baptized at 
Advent Church on Christmas Eve, 
and join a growing number of bap- 
tized Christian students in the fel- 
lowship. Many of them help with 
the Children's Ministry especially on 
Wednesday afternoons when over 20 local 
children come for homework classes, Bi- 
ble stories, fun and games.

In ‘October -November 2010, Good Shepherd Church said farewell to Rev. Diane Wong and 
then welcomed the Rev. Herbert Baker. His autobiography follows, taken from the Good 
Shepherd English congregation website: www.englishepiscopalchurchintaiwan.org 


My becoming, and journey to Good Shepherd, 
Father Herb Baker. 


I am at heart a local-global village priest. 
My physical and spiritual odyssey has 
taken me through diverse cultures, wis- 
dom traditions, ethic milieus and transfor- 
mational times of the latter half of the 
20th century. As a result, my Christian 
worldview is ecumenical, pragmatic, and 
intuitively person centered, embracing all 
peoples and their diverse spiritual experi- 
ences. My past life seems but a prepara- 
tion to serve the ecumenical, multi-ethnic, 
and international community of the Eng- 
lish Congregation at the Church of the 
Good Shepherd. 


I was born in South Georgia, USA, the 
youngest of ten children, in the midst of 
the historical decline and fall of my grand- 
father’s plantation world. My family--like 
Scarlet O’ Hara in “Gone with the Wind”- 
-denied the passing of their way of life. 
When their souls were challenged by dra- 
matic changes all around, they responded 
in unison with: “We’ll think about it to- 
morrow.” 


My world took a dramatic turn after my 
mother’s death. When I was fourteen, I 
went to live in Germany with my elder 
brother, his Jewish wife, a Jewish grand- 
mother, two nephews and a niece. Then 
the surreal horrors of the holocaust were 
no longer a historical anomaly for me: 
they were present at our table embodied in 
the tortured heart of my surrogate Jewish 
grandmother whose family and commu- 
nity members had perished in a sea of in- 
comprehensible evil. 


While my spiritual world at home was 
colored by a Jewish heritage, my heart 
became a palette upon which Lutheran, 
Baptists, Methodists, Episcopal and Ro- 
man Catholic Army Chaplains shaped my 
religious vision into a kaleidoscope of 
hues. During my school days at Nurem- 
berg American High School my member- 
ship and leadership in the International 
Junior Red Cross formed my secular 
worldview with a bent toward an altruis- 
tic, cosmopolitanism. Yet, I found this 
worldly orientation inadequate to motivate 
me toward a higher purpose for my life. 


I began to find a higher calling for my life 
as I began to be more deeply involved in 
the life and service to the US Army 


Chapel community in Nuremberg. I came 
to believe that I was being called to be a 
compassionate disciple of Christ whose 
service is as host for people everywhere, 
who need the nourishment for life that 
only the infinite love of God can provide. 
At 20, I returned to Georgia, committed to 
a higher calling to love and serve all man- 
kind as my brothers and sisters. My aim 
was clear. I decided to answer the sum- 
mons to ordained ministry. 


A year later, I was licensed to preach in 
the Methodist Church and was assigned to 
be an itinerant preacher in a local moun- 
tain church. In 1965, I graduated from 
Berry Collage with a B.A. degree in So- 
cial Science and Religion. A year later, I 
was commissioned a US Army Reserve 
Chaplain. After seminary at Duke Divin- 
ity School, I was an associate pastor at the 
Asbury United Methodist Church in Bet- 
tendorf, Iowa. During this same period, I 
completed a post-graduate degree in Sa- 
cred Theology at Dubuque University, 
Dubuque, Iowa. 


In 1971, after a year’s internship in Clini- 
cal Pastoral Education at the Mayo Clinic, 
I joined the US Army Chaplain’s Branch. 
I served in Seoul, South Korea, and 
Mainz, Germany. While in Mainz, I re- 
ceived an M.A. degree in Counseling Psy- 
chology from Ball State University. 

In 1978, I resigned from service in the 
Chaplain’s Branch and did post- graduate 
work in Clinical Psychology in San 
Diego, California. Two years later, I re- 
turned to active military service in the US 
Navy Chaplain’s Corps. I completed tours 
of duty in the Mediterranean, Hawaii, Ja- 
pan and South Korea. 


Upon retiring from the US Navy in 1993, 
[ returned to my adopted hometown of 
San Diego, California. While doing post- 
graduate studies in Ethics, I also taught 
courses in Psychology, World Religion 
and Religion in America at San Marcus 
Community College. In 1997, I received a 
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Doctor of Education in Leadership and 
was ordained a deacon and priest in the 
Episcopal Church. 


The next year, I was called to serve as 
Vicar of the English Language Mission at 
the Seoul Anglican Cathedral. I also ac- 
cepted a position as an Associate Colle- 
giate Professor with University College, 
University of Maryland. From 1998 to 
2004, I taught Psychology, Philosophy, 
Ethics, Organizational Behavior and 
Leadership Theory in Seoul, Japan, Singa- 
pore and Beijing. During these same 
years, I had assignments as English Evan- 
gelist at the Sung Myung Presbyterian 
Church in Seoul (the largest Presbyterian 
Church Congregation in the World), In- 
terim Rector at St. Alban’s Anglican 
Church in Tokyo, and Pastor of the Con- 
gregation of Good Shepherd in Beijing. 
Before coming to Taiwan, I served for two 
years as Interim Vicar at St. Mary’s-in- 
the-Valley in the Diocese of San Diego. 


Tam married to Elizabeth (Li Hua Han). 
My son, Kenneth, is a student in Phoenix, 
Arizona. Kenneth’s adorable and adoring 
Doberman Pinscher named “Coal” com- 
pletes the family portrait. 


I look forward to sharing my continued 
journey of “becoming” with you all at 
Good Shepherd. See you along the way!

News from Good Shepherd Chinese congregation

VISION OF CHURCH OUTREACH IN CHUNG-LI it CITY, TAOYUAN 


Ever since the early days of Good Shep- 
herd Church, Good Shepherd Church has 
had the vision to reach out and plant a 
new church. This vision has been encour- 
aged by Bishop Lai and the diocesan vi- 
sion that in 10 years time we could form 2 
dioceses. We have therefore been most 
active in prayer and in discernment for the 
future and how to realize this vision. 
There have been various suggestions over 
the years of planting a new church in 
Hsinchu, but after much thought and 
prayer the decision has been made to plant 
a new church in Chung-Li City. This is in 
Tao-Yuan County, not too far from the 
international airport and more importantly 
on the main freeway south. Being on the 
main freeway means that it is easy and 
quick to get there from Good Shepherd 
Church. Good Shepherd has 
long had connections with the 
area through the SOS Chil- 
dren’s Village in Chung-Li, 
and one of our church mem- 
bers, the Pan family, younger 
son of Rev. Henry H. Pan 
(former vicar of St. James' “ 
Church, Taichung) lives in the ' 
area. 


In Sept 2010, Rev Lily Chang was invited 
to represent Bishop Lai on an ecumenical 
visit to Mainland China organized by the 
National Council of Churches in Taiwan. 
Also on the same trip was the 
pastor of the Lutheran Church 
located not far from Good 
Shepherd. He has vast experi- 
ence in church-planting minis- 
try and throughout their trip to 
China he was able to advise and 
encourage the church-planting 
ministry in Chung-Li. The vi- 
sion of the Lutheran Church is

to double the number of their churches in 
10 years, and the Lutheran pastor's own 
responsibility was to plant 10 churches. 
Actually in the last 10 years he has ‘only 
planted 5 churches, but his advice is: “if 
you aim to plant 10 churches and only 
plant 5, at least you have 5 new churches. 
If you aim to plant only one new church 
and that one fails, then you are left with 
nothing!’ As a result, Good Shepherd 
Church now has a vision to plant 4 
churches, hoping to succeed in at least 3 
of them! Encouraged by senior warden 
Mr. Tim Pan, Good Shepherd now a strat- 
egy in place for outreach and church 
planting over the next 10 years.

For the first 3 years, we will concentrate 
on Chung-Li, then for the next 3 years on 
Lin-Kou, then 3 years later 
start in San-Chong. These are 
all southern suburbs of Taipei 
City. After 3 more years, the 
hope is that the church in 
Chung-Li and in Lin-Kou can 
then start a church in Tao- 
Yuan, so that then there will 
be 5 churches, including 
Good Shepherd. Bishop Lai 
has generously got the project 
off to a good start, and the diocesan Mis- 
sion Fund is kindly supplying the salaries 
for 1.5 people, (see photos left) Mr. Diego 
Liang, who was working for Good Shep- 
herd on the Junior High 
School Project last year, and 
Ms. Amy Fu who is half-time 
on this project and half time 
as a Social Worker in the Sen- 
ior Citizens Outreach Program 
of the Good Shepherd Church. 
The Mission Fund is also pay- 
ing the rent for a 2-story 
building shown in the photo,

located in Chung-Li City. 


The building rented in Chung-Li is ina 
new housing complex area of the city, 
where many young couples live. This is a 
big advantage for outreach, young fami- 
lies tend to be more open to the Gospel 
than older people. There are 4 elementary 
schools in the area and 2-3 high schools. 
There are other churches doing outreach 
there too, including local free churches 
and the Baptist Church, but with 95% of 
the population non-Christian, there is 
plenty of room for more outreach and 
more churches in that area! 


The building is to be officially opened on 
Sunday May 1, 2011 at 3:00pm. From 
then onwards we plan to be open every 
afternoon from 3:00-7:00pm for children 
to find a quiet place to do their homework, 
although there will be no formal classes as 
there are many cram schools in the area. 
On Saturdays we will start a children’s 
outreach. Mr. Diego Liang is starting to 
run the ‘Champions Course’ in the local 
high schools. We also plan to start adult 
outreach in the future, and hope to start 
Sunday services in about 6 months time. 
Once services start, we will choose a 
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name for the new centre. The Youth 
Team from the Diocese of New Westmin- 
ster coming for the summer camp in July 
will spend several days there running a 
summer camp. Please do pray for this 
wonderful opportunity and outreach min- 


istry! 


But please do not think that we are ne- 
glecting our own neighborhood here in 
Shilin. We still have lots of activities go- 
ing on! We had a great Youth Camp for 
17 youth for a week in southern Taiwan in 
January at St. Andrew’s Kindergarten and 
at St. Peter’s Church, Chia- Yi doing evan- 
gelistic outreach, helping the local chil- 
dren with their homework and teaching 
them Bible stories, songs and games. 


And finally, please do pray for God’s spe- 
cial blessing on a Good Shepherd Church 
Camp that we are holding for both English 
and Chinese congregations to he held over 
the weekend of May 14-15 at Sun Moon 
Lake. So far 105 people, including 25 
from the English congregation and 80 
from the Chinese congregation, have reg- 
istered to attend! 


TRINITY CHURCH, KEELUNG 
Rev. Richard Lee Ray-Chiang 43% 7H 


While Rev. Richard Lee was away in 
Hong Kong for the term at Ming-Hua 
Theological College, there were many 
clergy and seminarians looking after Trin- 
ity Church, and we thank each one for 
their help. 


Just before Christmas we organized the 
second year of the Christmas Basketball 
Competition (see photo above). This time 
even more students attended, well over 
100! It was especially good that this time 
many of the girls from the Girls’ School 
near to Trinity Church were able to par- 
ticipate. Following the competition ses- 
sions on 3 occasions, Trinity held an 
evangelistic event and invited the students 
to come and hear the gospel. Between 50- 
60 young people came along each 
time! 


One of the changes to worship at 
Trinity Church has come about since 
Rev. Richard Lee returned from 
Hong Kong. Trying to focus on what 
makes our Episcopal Church distinc- 
tive, we know that the liturgy is im- 
portant. Our identity is not only as 
Christians but also as Episcopalians. 
We want to try to make our faith 
more relevant in our daily life and 
integrate more of the special distinct 
Episcopal traditions into our wor- 


ship. So once a month we now have a 
more traditional style of Anglican Eucha- 
rist with incense. We are learning about 
the meaning of the traditions and hope to 
be more serious in our understanding. 


Another change is that we have put back 
our Sunday service by 30 minutes to start 
each week at 10:30am. This gives us 
more time before the service to have an 
adult Sunday School. About 25 adults 
come along each Sunday from 9.00— 
10.00am, which is about half of the con- 
gregation. We are learning about liturgy, 
about how to apply our faith in daily life, 
and we are inviting special people to lead 
our studies and training. Please pray for 
these new activities at Trinity Church!

We at St. Stephen’s are grateful to 
Almighty God for His grace and 
love. We have been so blessed in 
the past few months and you can 
see from the photos that our activi- 
ties have been joyful and exciting 
too! 


On January 22, Bishop Lai invited 
the children from St. Stephen's to 
participate in an ecumenical Choir 
Festival at Holy Family R. C. 
Church in Taipei City. 30 of our 
elementary school children formed 
a choir and we sang 3 songs (see 
photo right). 


to Ilan, on the east coast of Tai- 
wan. There were 7 teachers and 
helpers, plus the family of one of 
the helpers, making us a group of 
12 altogether. As part of our re- 
treat we went to visit 2 churches 
in Ilan. Like St. Stephen’s, those 
2 churches have also received 
help from the Chinese Christian 
Relief Organization, so we went 
to see the ministries there in 
those churches. One of them 
specializes in elementary school 
ministry, the other in junior high- 
school ministry (photo below). 


These same 30 children in the choir 
also went to visit Jen-Ai Municipal 
old people’s home in Keelung City 
on February 1, where we sang and 
ate together with the residents. The 
Keelung Mayor, Mayor Chang was 
also in attendance and we had our 
photo take with him (photo above). 
It was a great occasion! 


The weekend of February 8-9 saw 
all the teachers and helpers of St. 
Stephen's going together on a retreat 


Recently we have started to cooperate 
with the Computer Work Association and 
the local Keelung City government. The 
purpose is to teach computer skills to local 
women (see photo above). In order to start 


this ministry we needed 25 women to reg- 
ister an interest and we were then supplied 
with 25 computers. We have already 
started the first course. The course is a 
total of 24 hours, held in 8 x 3 hour ses- 
sions, we hold our classes in the basement 
of the mission. We hope that this course 
can run twice a year, and through it we 
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can help many women, and make contact 
with them. 


Another new project at St. Stephen's is a 
‘Praise Exercise’ Class, which is quite 

2 popular throughout Tai- 
wan. Every Wednesday 
night we have over 20 
women who come along 
for this fun class, which is 
like aerobics and exercise 
to Christian praise songs 
(see photo left). This 
group of ladies includes 
the wife of the local com- 
munity leader, and we al- 
ways start with a prayer.
